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Teen hits back over play area claims 


AN award-winning teenager 
who helped design the new 
West Bay play area has hit 
back at claims that the new 
attraction has become a 
haven for “drunken yobs”. 

The play area was de¬ 
signed by young people at 
the Bridport Youth Centre, 
who last weekend picked up 
the Charter Fair award for 
their efforts. 

The scheme initiated by 
the Summentor Mentoring 
Programme, supported by 
the Bridport Young Persons’ 
Action Trust (BYPAT) and 
the Bridport Town Council, 
aimed to create Dorset’s first 



ported, most people love the 
play area and I have only 
heard one person mention 
anything negative. 

“I think they just need to 
police the area a bit better, 
perhaps introduce CCTV to 
catch the people who are 
causing the problems.” 

Chair of BYPAT Arthur 
Woodgate, who worked on 
the project for three years 
added: “I’ve had nothing but 
positive feedback regarding 
the play area. 

“One grandparent has 
stated that she feels it’s one 
of the best things to happen 
to Bridport in many a long 
year, and she has quite a few 
years experience to draw on. 

“There seem to be very 
few issues during the day, 
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teenage playground that 
could cater for children, and 
adults, of all ages. 

In recent weeks, however, 
the play area has been the 
subject of negative reports 
with a local hotelier com¬ 
plaining about “drunken 
yobs” shouting, swearing 
and even urinating in the 
sandpit. This has led to calls 
for the play area to be fenced 
off at night. 

Bridport Police Sergeant 
Jon Bleasdale has revealed 
this week that the problems 


are not as bad as reported 
and the town council have 
claimed there are no plans to 
fence off the play area. 

Debbie Bird, 17, who has 
been involved with the proj¬ 
ect from the start, said: “I 
think labelling us all as yobs 
is quite offensive. It is the 
minority of people causing 
the problem and closing the 
play area at night won’t 
solve the problem. 

“The boy racers were there 
long before the play area so 
this has been a problem for 
a long time. 

“I don’t think the problems 
are as bad as have been re¬ 


and what has impressed 
many people is how all ages, 
including some of those 
grandparents, share the fa¬ 
cilities so well between 
them. If problems do exist at 
other times, then a realistic 
and agreed plan of action 
needs to be developed.” 

Sergeant Jon Bleasdale 
said reports of anti-social 
behaviour were not as bad as 
reported. He said: “There is 
no evidence of urinating in 
the sand, alcohol consump¬ 
tion or criminal damage, at 
the moment it is just noise 
complaints. 

“When we have had com¬ 
plaints they have been on 
Friday and Saturday nights 
and it has been young adults 
who are involved but we re¬ 
quested they leave and they 


have been very compliant. 

“We accept we don’t al¬ 
ways get all the information 
and we are working to con¬ 
firm how bad the problem 
is.” 

The play area will con¬ 
tinue to be kept under re¬ 
view to assess any issues 
that may arise and the town 
council have revealed that 
this will include looking at 
any possible additional fa¬ 
cilities, particularly in¬ 
creased provision for people 
with disabilities. 

Bridport Town Clerk Bob 
Gillis said: “The play area is 
proving to be even more 
popular than we anticipated 
and it is a great asset for the 
area. 

“There have been reports 
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of noise on occasion from 
people using the play area 
late at night and, to avoid 
any potential disturbance, 
we do ask that people do not 
use the facilities after dark. 



“This will be included on 
a new sign advising people 
of the position and we are 
grateful to the police for 
working with us to monitor 
the situation.”

■ WHY did you decide to get involve with "The 
Event"? 

One thing we are always wanting to promote is 
fundraising for the local community. We have done 
our fun day fundraiser for a couple of years and then 
Fel Moore did this music event last year. We both 
held the events around the same time so we decided 
to put our resources together and promote it for both 
our causes this year as one big event. 

■ WHAT part will you be playing at the pub? 

We have been doing a lot of the organising and the 
advertising here. We have been getting a lot of the 
bands together because we play music here on a reg¬ 
ular basis so I have got a lot of bands who I am in 
contact with, who have fortunately come to do it for 
free. 

■ ANY particular acts you are looking forward 
to? 

Yeah Tom Toomey is one of the main acts. He is a 
fantastic guitarist who has played here a few times 
and he has done some of the Music for Africa events 
at Montacute House. He is a very talented musician. 
We have many other great acts though, we have Elijah 
Wolf and Orpheus as well and we have quite a unique 
act, which is a newly formed children’s choir. It’s an 
all day event so we want to have the children involved 
as well. 



■ WHAT separates this event from others lo¬ 
cally? 

It’s a bit unique as it’s an outside event really. It 
worked well last year and it’s coming together well 
again this year. It’s a whole day of music, fun and 
games with fancy dress. It’s all for charity so hopefully 
it will be supported well. 

■ WHAT made you decide to move into the pub 
industry? 

Well it was always something me and Mandy talked 
about for years and years and the opportunity came 
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along. We thought “shall we do it now?” and there 
were plenty of reasons why we shouldn’t but we de¬ 
cided financially the opportunity had arose so lets go 
for it. 

■ WHAT attracted you to the pub? 

Just being my own boss really. Obviously in the work 
I had done previously I was working with people all 
the time and so I just enjoy working with people and 
it worked out really well. 

■ WHAT are the best places you have visited? 

The best place I’ve visited is Lake Como in Italy, it’s 
absolutely stunning. I’d still love to go to New 
Zealand, I’ve heard so many people say what a fan¬ 
tastic country it is and how picturesque it all is. That 
might have to be inbetween pubs though as it would 
be a long trip. 

■ WHO would be your three dream guests at a 
dinner party? 

I think it would have to be Cameron Diaz to start. I as¬ 
sume my wife would be there so we would have to 
have Johnny Depp, he’s quite cool and she likes him. 
The other one would be Charlie George who was my 
football hero when I was a child. 

■ WHAT was the last book you read, CD you lis¬ 
tened to and film you watched? 

The last book I read was Brian Clough’s autobiogra¬ 
phy, I’m very in to football and he was great at Derby. 
The CD was the Black Eyed Peas and the film I went 
to watch was Alice and Wonderland in 3D.

The Bridport Area De¬ 
velopment Trust are 
looking for a month ex¬ 
tension to their six-month 
deadline after a unani¬ 
mous vote of support for 
a Heritage and Study

centre at a public meeting 
in the town hall last 
week. 

The trust are currently 
developing a business 
plan for a proposal to cre¬ 
ate the new Heritage and 
Study Centre focusing on 
Bridport’s cultural and 
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industrial past, present 
and future. 

Town Councillor 
Charles Wild and local 
consultant Crystal John¬ 
son, who have been 
working on a voluntary 
basis to investigate possi¬ 
bilities for the future of 
the building since late 
January, called the meet¬ 
ing to gauge public opin¬ 
ion as the High Court 
deadline loomed. 

Despite a vote of confi¬ 
dence some attendants at 


the meeting still had their 
doubts about the plans. 

Town Councillor Karl 
Wallace said he was con¬ 
cerned about the lack of 
time left as the county 
council looks to dispose 
of buildings. 

There was also divided 
views as to whether the 
museum would be sus¬ 
tainable if it just focused 
on the town’s rope mak¬ 
ing heritage. 

The Bridport Museum 
trustees who attended the 
meeting all expressed 
their support for the pro¬ 
posal but one trustee did 


reveal he was concerned 
that the buildings’ run¬ 
ning costs could make it 
a “poison chalice”. 

Local resident 

Amanada Streatfield 
spoke in support of the 
plans however, she said: 
“I think you need to look 
back to be able to look 
forward. 

“People can always 
learn from the past to 
bring to the future. It 
would be so marvellous 
to make something of 
what happens in this 
town and there will be 
lots of opportunities to be 
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proactive in the future as 
well.” 

The six-month deadline 
to present a business pro¬ 
posal comes at the end of 
this month. 

Speaking after the 
meeting Councillor Wild 
said: “Various sugges¬ 
tions have been made for 
the future of the building, 
but the need to secure 
major restoration grants 
means that only propos¬ 
als which are likely to 
generate income over a 
sustained period have 
any chance of success. 

“The trustees of Brid¬ 
port Museum have indi¬ 
cated that they would 
like to investigate the 
possibility of establishing 
a new local attraction, in¬ 
corporating the existing 
museum collection but 
with a wider focus on the 


cultural and industrial 
heritage of the Bridport 
area. 

“The ownership of the 
building could be trans¬ 
ferred to the Bridport 
Area Development Trust, 
which could sub-let it to 
the museum trust if the 
project can be shown to 
be viable. 

“This looks the 
strongest of the sugges¬ 
tions which has come 
forward since we started 
looking for a solution to 
the building, and is gain¬ 
ing a lot of support. 

“It could be a great use 
of the building and its 
wonderful interior 
spaces.” 

Local consultant Crys¬ 
tal Johnson said: “We’re 
very grateful for the help 
we have received from a 
number of people over 


this short period, coming 
up with a range of sug¬ 
gestions and thoughts on 
how they could be 
funded, and some really 
interesting suggestions 
came up at the meeting. 

“Six months has obvi¬ 
ously left us working to a 
very tight timeframe. 

“Having got the support 
of the meeting, we have 
asked for a short exten¬ 
sion of time in order to 
complete a project pro¬ 
posal with costings and 
financial projections 
which could be submit¬ 
ted to the High Court.”

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Justice panels won't be'soft' 


REVOLUTIONARY new commu¬ 
nity justice panels will not be a 
“soft option” for cri min als in Brid- 
port. 

The new panels, which will be 
introduced in the autumn, will 
bring low-level offenders together 
with their victims in front of a fa¬ 
cilitator to confront the results of 
their actions head on and to recog¬ 
nise the consequences of their be¬ 
haviour. 

Both victim and offender then 
agree a course of action to allow 
the offender to make amends for 
their behaviour. 

Bridport town clerk Bob Gillis 
said: “Where such panels have 
been tried elsewhere, they have 
greatly reduced the re-offending 
rate and helped to remove a con¬ 
siderable amount of anti-social be¬ 
haviour and relatively low level 
crime from the criminal system. 

“However, this is not a soft op¬ 
tion and for the cases to be consid¬ 
ered by a panel, the offender must 
accept their guilt and abide by the 
outcome of the panel meeting.” 

Bridport Town Council has been 
working with Bridport Police, 
Magna Housing, West Dorset Dis¬ 
trict Council and the Dorset Medi¬ 
ation Service on a project to 
introduce community justice pan¬ 
els to the Bridport area. 

The police are already using sim¬ 
ilar restorative justice techniques

in dealing with some juvenile 
crime and, through the Dorset Po¬ 
lice Safe Schools and Communi¬ 
ties Team, they will be providing 
training for the volunteer facilita¬ 
tors. 

To enable the Bridport commu¬ 
nity justice panels to start as a 
pilot, Dorset Police will also pro¬ 
vide a co-ordinator for one year. 

It is hoped that once the pilot 
starts, that funding can then be 
sought to enable the panels to be 
permanently established. 

Inspector Caroline Naughton 
said: “The aim of the Community 
Justice Panels is to bring resolution 
to problems by engaging both of¬ 
fender/s and victims in the process. 

“For all partners involved in this 
project, the success of the panels 
will be the involvement of the 
local community, which in turn, 
will we hope, restore confidence 
and provide empowerment. 

"Youth Restorative Justice is al¬ 
ready used very successfully in 
Bridport and across the county, 
however we believe there is a need 
to increase this to include adults. 

“The existing restorative justice 
processes used in Dorset has re¬ 
sulted in a very low re-offending 
rate, and high victim satisfaction, 
and we hope this will be replicated 


in the Community Justice Panel 
pilot.” 

Councillor Dave Rickard Leader 
of Bridport Town Council said: 
“The town council has been very 
keen to see community justice pan¬ 
els introduced into the town. 

“Bridport recently lost its magis¬ 
trates court and the panels offer an 
effective way to seek to address 
local low level crime and anti-so¬ 


cial behaviour. The experience 
elsewhere is that they do reduce 
the re-offending rates and ensure 
that the community has a real stake 
in the resolution of local issues. 

“I hope that people will come 
forward to act as facilitators for the 
panels.” 

Ruth Ashdown, housing manager 
for Magna’s anti-social behaviour 
team, said: “We’re committed to 


tackling anti-social behaviour be¬ 
cause we know it makes our resi¬ 
dents’ lives a misery. Magna has a 
zero tolerance approach to it, so we 
are pleased to support this new ini¬ 
tiative. Anything that helps stamp 
out anti-social behaviour has got to 
be a good thing.” 

Councillor Robert Gould, leader 
of West Dorset District Council 
said: “We are keen to support this 


pilot project to help tackle anti-so¬ 
cial behaviour in Bridport. We 
await with interest the impact of 
the project in the local community 
and will work with our partners to 
promote and support it.”

SO MUCH HAS HAPPENED IN EIGHT WEEKS 


E IGHT weeks on. Eight weeks, that is, 
since those very first days after the 
election when we were trying to form 
the coalition government. 

It seems, at least from the inside, like a life¬ 
time. So much has happened - at least enough 
to fill any normal year. 

The strange thing is that, alongside this feel¬ 
ing that a huge amount of time has passed, 
there is another feeling, equally powerful, of 
continuing surprise. 

On entering the Chamber of the House of 
Commons, I still find myself unconsciously 
drawn to the Opposition benches - and I will 
bet you that the members of the previous Cab¬ 
inet quite naturally head for the seats my col¬ 
leagues and I now occupy and have to turn 
themselves around with a conscious effort. 

I feel much the same when I read reports or 
hear references on the radio to “the govern¬ 
ment”. It requires a conscious effort to realise 
that this is not any longer “them” but “us”. 

What makes it all the stranger is that so 
much of the infrastructure at the centre of gov¬ 
ernment remains the same. 

When I walked out of 10 Downing Street for 
the last time 24 years ago, the place looked 
and felt remarkably similar to the way it looks 
and feels today. Indeed, the very first person 
I came into contact with on walking through 
the front door a few weeks ago was someone 
that had been in exactly the same spot doing 
exactly the same thing 24 years previously. 

After meeting a couple of new people, the 
next person I met was one of the famous “gar¬ 


den room girls” (who must been the world’s 
most efficient body of typists); she, too, had 
been there when I left a quarter of a century 
ago. 

And then, as if to rub in the surreal continu¬ 
ities, I picked up the phone only to find that 
the person on the switchboard recognised my 
voice (just as I recognised hers) after all those 
years. 

Some of the remarkable functionality also 
persists. 

The Number 10 switchboard is a classic ex¬ 
ample. I remember the almost mythological 
status it had in the 1980s when you could ask 
them to find almost anybody almost anywhere 
and they would do so in almost no time at all. 

Had this omniscience, I wondered, been 
overtaken by technology? Would it be one of 
those cases of regress caused by the onset of 
technological progress? Not a bit of it. 

It remains the case, as I have frequently dis¬ 
covered over the last few weeks, that there is 
absolutely nobody that they won’t find for you 
at the end of a telephone anywhere at any 
time. 

How they do it remains as mysterious as 
ever - but their reach through the ether has, if 
anything, become even more impressive with 
the advent of mobile telephones, BlackBer- 
ries, satellite phones, and the rest of it. 

A government doesn’t, of course, function 
solely on the basis of the support it receives 
at its centre - but I am happy to report that the 
central machine is still operating at a very 
high pitch. 


Dorset drinkers raise a 
glass to help local charity 


DORSET drinkers have been going for 
gold to help Palmers brewery raise more 
than £4,000 for young and disabled 
sailors. 

For every pint of Palmers’ Dorset Gold 
sold in the county 5p is donated to the 
Chesil Trust, who provide young or dis¬ 
abled people the opportunity to experi¬ 
ence the thrill of sailing. 

In the last year almost 83,000 pints 
were sold, making £4,146.60 for the 
trust. The Chesil Trust assists in the pro¬ 
vision of facilities for training in sailing 
and seamanship and other activities. 

To date the trust has enabled almost 
6,000 children to go sailing for the first 
time and has also assisted seven talented 
young sailors from Dorset, who between 
them have won a number of major com¬ 
petitions, including three gold medals at 
the World Youth Sailing Championships. 

One of these young sailors has now 
joined the Team GBR Olympic Devel¬ 
opment Squad and will be open to fly the 
flag for Great Britain in 2012. 

Much of the activity funded by the 
Chesil Trust takes place at Weymouth 
and Portland National Sailing Academy 
and many of the young people therefore 
get their sailing experience at the host 
venue for the 2012 sailing events. 

David Dunn, chairman of the Trustees 
of the Chesil Trust, said: “We would like 
to thank Palmers Brewery for their sup¬ 
port and generosity. 

“Donations such as these allow for the 


continual development of community 
sailing both at the Weymouth and Port¬ 
land National Sailing Academy and the 
Weymouth Outdoor Education Centre, 
providing opportunities to build a sport¬ 
ing legacy. 

“Through SailLaser and WOEC, the 
academy has already run a number of 


successful events in conjunction with the 
Chesil Trust, such as the ‘SSE Sail for a 
Fiver’ initiative with local school chil¬ 
dren.

Tea and history anyone? 



Duke of Monmouth landed at Lyme Regis on the 11th 
June 1685 to challenge King James' claim to the throne, fol¬ 
lowing the death of Charles II. He assembled an army in ex¬ 
cess of 3,000 men and marched to Sedgemoor in Somerset. 

He was defeated by the King's army in less than a month. Around 
1300 were taken prisoner. Five Judges came to Dorchester with 
the infamous Judge Jeffreys, whose reputation was that of the 
'hanging judge'. 

In September 1685,312 cases were heard in the Oakroom at the 
rear of the Antelope Hotel; of these 292 were sentenced to death. 
Only 74 were executed, with 175 transported, 9 were fined or 
whipped and 54 were discharged. 

Judge Jeffreys - having his eye on promotion - was later made 
Lord Chancellor. 

When King James fell and William of Orange landed in Torbay, 
Jeffreys was captures and imprisoned in the Tower of London. He 
died in 1689 while awaiting trial, probably of natural causes. 

Rumours at the time said he has been poisoned ^ 
while in the Tower and that his body had been re-" * y 
turned to Dorchester and walled up in the Court- * 
room - now the Oakroom. 

This 17th Century Oak panelled room has been 
carefully restored to maintain its character and origi¬ 
nal features.

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IT MAY have been unbearably hot and I'm sure some festival-goers spent 
more time queuing for a beer than they did enjoying the music, but 
everyone who made the journey to Kent over the weekend for the Hop 
Farm Music Festival must have had a blast. 

The festival, on the site of the former Whitbread Breweries farm, is only 
in its third year. It began as a one-day event in 2008 headlined by Neil 
Young and expanded to a two-day bash last year. 

The 2009 event had a rather indie flavour with The Fratellis and Paul 
Weller headlining and supporting acts including Doves, Editors and Flo¬ 
rence and the Machine. This year's event had a more of a folk feel about it, 
whilst the headliners - coming from an older generation - were bona fide 
legends. 

Friday's entertainment was topped off by a rather dapper looking Van 
Morrison. Earlier in the day, Debbie Harry - who had celebrated her 65th 
birthday on Thursday - played a crowd-pleasing set with Blondie, whilst 
over in the Big Tent, Fleetwood Mac founder Peter Green proved he was 
still very much a guitar hero playing a set that featured three tunes from 
his old band. 

Fairport Convention founder member Richard Thompson also played to 
a capacity crowd in the tent on the Friday, showing how one voice and a 
guitar is enough to captivate an audience if the man on stage is good 
enough. 

Come Saturday, the crowd seemed to have doubled in size and the sun 
in its ferocity. The main stage line-up was one of the best you'll find at any 
festival this summer, with early highlights including new folk darling Laura 
Marling and her compatriots from the London folk scene, Mumford & Sons. 

After a Kinks-filled set by Ray Davies came the hugely anticipated ap¬ 
pearance of another Sixties legend - the event's main headliner, Bob Dylan. 

Now Bob has a reputation for being a bit on the prickly side at the best 
of times, and you'd have been forgiven for worrying that Zimmerman 
might have come out and played the most obscure bunch of songs 
imaginable and not give a damn. 

But Dylan knew a festival crowd wanted to hear the hits. And that's what 
he gave them. Sauntering on stage sporting a natty suit and a stylish 
Cordobes hat, Dylan and his tight band launched into 'Rainy Day Women 
#12 &35'. In fact three out of the opening four tracks came from Dylan's 
legendary 1996 record, Blonde On Blonde. 

Of course, Dylan re-arranges many of his tunes to the extent they bare 
little resemblance to how they sounded on the album (they're his songs, 
so I guess he can play 'em how he likes) and his voice sounds more like a 
growl these days. 

But anyone who sees that as reason for criticism is completely misun¬ 
derstanding the whole Dylan live experience. You just soak up the history 
and the sheer magnitude of being in the presence of one the very few liv¬ 
ing musical icons. 

There's no point checking up on recent set lists to see what he's playing 
- the songs change every night and anything could happen; you just go 
with the flow. 

Come expecting the same man of 45 years ago and leave disappointed; 
come with an open mind to hear a man pushing 70 in the middle of a late 
flurry of creativity, and be transfixed. 

After a sadly all too short show, which also featured material from far 
more recent albums as well as rarity 'Blind Willie McTell' for the anoraks, 
Dylan was back for an encore of a sing-a-long 'Like A Rolling Stone' and 
very appropriate 'Forever Young'. Old grouch? Dylan had a ball! And he 
can still play blues harp with the best of them. 

Hop Farm prides itself on an ethos of no branding and no sponsorship 
but despite echoes of what festivals used to be about, it's certainly about 
making moneyas much as any other festival. Without splashing out seven 
quid on a programme, there's no way you can find out what time and 
stage your favourite act is playing (and, just to take the mick, all the times 

for the Big Tent were 
changed on Saturday 
anyway!). 

There were also dra¬ 
conian security meas¬ 
ures on the size of 
bottle of water you 
could bring into the 
performance arena, 
even when soft drinks 
inside were at a pre¬ 
mium, the queue for 
the standpipe offering 
free water was as long 
as the ones for bread 
after the Russian revo¬ 
lution, and all this 
when it was baking 
hot. 

No, Hop Farm hasn't 
got everything right 
yet. But the music? 
They've certainly 
nailed that one... roll 
on 2011.

WEDMORE YOUNG FARMERS 
TAKE DAIRY STOCK TITLE 


A TEAM from Wedmore Young Farmers has taken the top award in this 
year's Melplash Agricultural Society's (MAS) Young Farmers Dairy Stock 
Judging Competition. 

The event sponsored by Synergy Farm Health Ltd, Crewkerne and 
hosted by the Crutchley family in their new dairy at Marsh Farm, Nettle- 
combe, attracted ten teams from Dorset and Somerset. 

Mark Roberts, the organiser of the event said: "It was particularly grat¬ 
ifying to have so many junior teams this year with an even split between 
the genders; these young stockjudges are the farmers, herd managers 
and milkers of the future." 

The annual MAS stockjudging competition is a team event, with teams 
of two in each age group. This year teams from Beaminster, Marshwood, 
Wedmore and Wells and Glastonbury YFC's were represented. 

This year's judge John Westaway, formerly the Senior Classifier for the 
Holstein Society with responsibility for grading daily pedigree cattle and 
who judges at shows all round the country, assessed around 60 traits in 
deciding the winner. 

The Wedmore Seniors team of Katie Nicholls (90) and James Hector (71) 
were the overall winners with a score of 161 and won the Francis W Hunt 
Cup, whilst Katie also won the Tom Creed Cup as the best individual. 

Kirsty Fox of Marshwood Vale Juniors won the Best NewcomerTankard.

The whole purpose of stockjudging within YFC's is to train the competitors 
to look for and assess the type traits that are beneficial for long lasting, 
healthy cows that will also produce plenty of milk. 

Each breed society produces a "True Type Model" which is the ideal cow, 
and competitors need to bear this in mind as they assess each animal. The 
competitors will be looking for the functional traits such as good legs and 
feet leading to good locomotion, a well attached udder with enough width 
and height to hold the high milk yields expected from modern cows, with 
body capacity sufficient to support the milk and a growing calf. 

Each team is asked to assess a pen of dairy cows and to place them in order 
and give verbal reasons for their decisions to the master judge who marks 
them, using a complex marking system, on accuracy o f observation and 
comparisons. 

After all competitors have given their reasons, the judge will return to the 
cattle and announce his placings and the reasons why he placed them in 
that order. The competitors are always keen to find out if they agreed!

The Anonymous Travelling Market

Mayor of 
Casterbridge as 
seen through 
bookbinders eyes 

ANYONE with an eye for a beautifully-bound book will 
be interested in a brand new display at Dorset County 
Museum. A group called the Cotswold Bookbinders 
have been working on a project designed for binders 
of all levels of competence. The project takes the form 
of a single book - in this case Thomas Hardy's The Mayor 
of Casterbridge - which members of the group have 
taken apart completely and then rebound to their own 
design, inspired by their reading of the text. 

Design binding takes the form of the text of the book 
being interpreted by each binder in a very personal 
way. Inspiration from the book is then reflected by each 
binder in the decoration and embellishment of the 
book.The binding must also be practical, protecting the 
text, but the process results in a marriage of perfect 
bookbinding techniques with personal and contempo¬ 
rary artistic impression. 

The Mayor of Casterbridge was chosen for a number 
of good reasons but mainly as many of the people in¬ 
volved are based in the South West. In most cases the 
binder will have taken the book completely apart be¬ 
fore rebinding it and covering it in their chosen material 
and embellished with their unique design. 

So this is not a competition, as there are no winners, 
no prizes and no rules; however the binding had to be 
in a contemporary style, and the original copy had to 
be completely deconstructed before rebinding. 

You can view the results of this project in three cases 
in the Museum's Victorian Hall. Many of the resulting 
bindings in the display are for sale and anyone inter¬ 
ested in purchasing a book can contact the organiser 
for further details which are provided with the exhibi¬ 
tion. 

The bookbinding display will be available to view until 
August 1st.

CAPTAIN Martyn Richards'aim to get 20 points 
from every game was never more poignant than 
on Saturday when Dorchester made it five wins 
on the trot. 

Although they only managed 19 points due to 
stubborn resistance from Blandford's middle 
order, it was just enough to move them ahead

conditions out in the bay. 

John Tweed, Chief Executive at 
the WPNSA commented: "Look¬ 
ing across the channel, it is clear 
that French sailors' success in 
short-handed sailing is backed by 
a strong network of training cen¬ 
tres. 

"I have no doubt that we have 
the world-class training facilities 
in place to harness the talent of 
the Artemis Offshore Academy 
sailors."
